To the inhabitants of the Town of Wolfeboro 
qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Brewster Me- 
morial Hall in said Town on the second Tuesday of 
March next, at nine o’clock in the forenoon to act upon 
the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a Town Clerk, two Audi- 
tors, Treasurer, Collector of Taxes, for the ensuing 
year, one Selectman, one Library Trustee and one 
Trustee of Trust Funds for three years. 


ARTICLE 2. To bring in your votes for the elec- 
tion of the Delegates at Large, Alternate Delegates at 
Large, District Delegates and Alternate District Dele- 
gates to the National Conventions of the Democratic 
and Republican parties, to be held for the purpose of 
nominating party candidates for President and Vice- 
President of the United States. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if you approve the passage 
of the following by-laws adopted by the Selectmen re- 
lating to observance of the Lord’s Day, as follows: 


AMATEUR SPORTS. It shall be lawful on the 
Lord’s Day, to engage in play, games, sports, and ex- 
hibitions of physical skill, to which no admission is 
charged and after one o’clock in the afternoon, except 
public dancing, horse racing, prize fighting, wrestling, 
pool, billiards, bowling, providing peace and quiet are 
not unreasonably disturbed thereby. The Selectmen 
may regulate the time, manner and areas of such play, 
games and sports, to the end that no unreasonable dis- 
turbance of peace and quiet shall be caused thereby. 
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MOVING PICTURES AND THEATRICALS. It 
shall be lawful on the Lord’s Day to conduct motion 
pictures, lectures, concerts, theatricals and vaudeville 
performances, but not earlier than six o’clock in the 
afternoon, providing no unreasonable disturbances of 
peace and quiet is caused thereby. The Selectmen 
shall make regulations as to such performances. 


RETAIL TRADE. It shall be lawful on the Lord’s 
Day to sell at retail, newspapers, periodicals, ice cream, 
soft drinks, confectionery, fruit, bakers’ products, 
cigars, cigarettes, tobacco, smoking accessories, toilet 
articles, gasoline, oil, automobile parts, and food for 
consumption. Except as provided herein and by Sec- 
tion 5 of Chapter 385 of the Public Laws of New 
Hampshire, it shall be unlawful to sell or expose for 
sale any merchandise whatever on’ the Lord’s Day. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will authorize 
the Selectmen to issue permits to local druggists to fill 
doctors’ prescriptions for intoxicating liquor. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to es- 
tablish Zoning Regulations and authorize the Modera- 
tor to appoint a Zoning Commission for this purpose. 
In accordance with Chapter 42, Sections 48 to 68 in- 
clusive, Public Laws of New Hampshire. 


ARTICLE 6. To elect one or more Highway 
Agents, or instruct the Selectmen to appoint one High- 
way Agent. 


ARTICLE 7. To choose all other necessary Town 
Officers and agents. 


ARTICLE 8. To see what sum of money the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate to pay each 
fireman, legally returned, for the year 1932, in addi- 
tion to that required by law. 
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ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of seven hundred (700) dol- 
lars, in addition to that required by law, for the town 
library.

Attention is again called to the ever increasing 
number of calls made by our nurse. This would seem 
to indicate the usefulness of the service to the com- 
munity, and that many people are availing themselves 
of this opportunity for trained, skilled nursing in the 
home, when there is no real need of a full term private 
nurse. 


The monthly baby and pre-school clinics have been 
well attended, and proved very helpful to a large num- 
ber of mothers and much “follow-up”? work has been 
done. 


On December 19 our regular nurse, Miss LeShane, 
was married to Mr. Harry 8S. Patten, and started on a 
three months’ leave of absence. She expects to be with 
us again about April 1. During Mrs. Patten’s absence 
her place is being very adaptably filled by Mrs. Mar- 
jorie McHugh, who has substituted for us before. 
Under her tactful and sympathetic care, many unfor- 
tunate sufferers from present economic conditions have 
been helped and comforted. 


The Nursing Committee is very grateful for the 
sympathetic cooperation of all our people, especially 
the Selectmen, and hopes that the Nursing Service may 
continue to justify itself.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The undersigned was appointed Health Officer in 
June, 1931, following the death of Lester E. Thomp- 
son. 


During the year there were 56 births and 53 deaths 
in this town. Deducting the births at the Huggins 
Hospital, of non-residents, there is a considerable pre- 
ponderance of deaths over births. 


As the year ended we were in the midst of an 
epidemic of measles of rather mild type. 103 cases 
have been reported but no fatalities and no serious 
complications have occurred. Three cases of scarlet 
fever of a mild type have been reported. 


For the first time trichiniasis has been reported. 
All three of the cases were infected outside the town, 
two in Maine and one in Connecticut. This disease 
never occurs except through the ingestion of improp- 
erly cooked pork products from infected pigs. All 
three patients with the disease recovered, and in a 
comparatively short time. 


No case of poliomyelitis (infantile paralysis) oc- 
curred. 


Many complaints were received by the department, 
regarding the odor and flavor of Beech Pond water. This 
disagreeable but not dangerous change has happened 
many times in the past and is bound to happen in the 
future, since it is due to the normal growth of algae 
in the pond. Nearly every community which uses lake 
water must have this development about once a year. 
Each time many remedies and explanations are of- 
fered but none suffice to prevent or to cure the condi- 
tion. Examination of the water by the state labora- 
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tory officials shows, as always, a remarkably pure and 
clean water supply. 


The State Board of Health is determined to en- 
force the law regarding the pollution of Lake Winne- 
pesaukee. Steps must be taken, either by the Town or 
the Precinct, to stop the flow of sewage into the Lake, 
Smith’s River and Crescent Lake. A survey and plan 
has been prepared by Weston & Sampson, Sanitary En- 
gineers, 14 Beacon Street, Boston, who recommend a 
system of pipes, pumps and septic tanks to take care 
of all the sewage from the village and to treat the ef- 
fluent from these tanks so that it will be harmless.
